WEBSTER’S VIEWS ON 
EDUCATION. 


UR last talk ended with the 
statement that the Catholic 
parochial schools give a more 
complete education than the 
public schools, because they 
teach religion whereas the public 
schools do not. I know that this will

“On April 13th His Holiness went persdnally .o the room where the 
rosaries were, and solemnly blessed them for the Benefactors of the 
Extension Society, for which he uttered ‘words of high praise and 
encomium for the great work it is so successfully doing for the Catholic 
Church in the United States of America, 

“After the blessing the cases were removed from the Vatican, and 
on the 17th were forwarded to Genoa to Mr. Woodfin, by whom they will 
be shipped to the United States.”
